The "broad spectrum" label is intended to assure 
consumers of adequate protection from both types 
of radiation, and theSPF factor indicates how long 
they are protected. 

In addition, the FDA is proposing a rule that would 
prevent sunscreens from claiming a higher S PF rat- 
ing than 50, due to lack of a significant additional 
benefit. 

The FDA also intends to study whether aerosol sun- 
screens offer adequate protection and whether inhal- 
ing these products pose any safety concerns.

Watch groups weigh in on new ruies 


US. physician groups, including the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, welcomed the Food and Drug 
Administration's new guidelines for sunning products. 
But some experts say they do not go far enough. 

"FDAs rule will allow most products on the U.S. 
market to use the label 'broad spectrum sunscreen,’ 
even though some will not offer enough protec- 
tion to assure Americans they can stay in the sun 
without suffering skin damage from invisible UVA 


radiation;' said David Andre ws^ a senior scientist with 
Environmental Working Group. 

Ronald Moy. president of the American Academy 
of Dermatology, said U.S, skin cancer rates are rising 
faster than any other cancer, and young women are 
especially at risk. Moy said one in five Americans will 
develop skin cancer in their lifetimes, and there is one 
death from melanoma, the deadliest form of the dis- 
ease, every hour.

O The agency's new testing regulations 
will let consumers know whether a sun- 
ning product is "broad spectrum;’ which means 
it protects against both ultraviolet rays A and B. 

O LIVA rays are the main cause of skin 
cancer and premature aging. Too 
many UVB rays can cause serious sunburn. 

O A product’s Sun Protection Factor, or 
SPF number, lets people know how 
long they can stay out in the sun before they 
reapply the product. 

Sunscreens that have SPF values be- 
tween 2 and 14 must be labeled as 
Broad Spectrum in order to be sold as sun 
protection. 

Only products that are labeled as 
"broad spectrum” with SPF values of 
15 or higher may state that they reduce the 
risk of skin cancer and early skin aging, when 
used as directed. 


© Any product that is not broad spectrum, or 
that is broad spectrum but has an SPF be- 
tween 2 and 14, will be required to have a warn- 
ing stating the product has not been shown to 
help prevent skin cancer or early skin aging. 


People also no longer will see figures 
higher than SPF 50, thought they might 
see 50- pi us. That’s because the FDA says it 
doesn’t have enough information to show that 
products with SPF numbers higher than 50 pro- 
vide any additional protection. 

O The new labels also will tell consumers 
how much time they can use a “water 
resistant ’ product while either swimming or 
sweating before they lose protection. 

© Products no longer will be allowed to la- 
bel themselves waterproof, sweat-proof 
or call themselves sun blocks. 


The new label regulations are scheduled 
to go into effect in about a year.

When I heard who was going to be the grand marshal of the Chi- 
cago Pride Parade on June 26 , 1 went online to make sure it wasn’t a 
joke.

The parade traditionally is led by someone, gay or straight, who 
has had a positive vocal presence in the LGBT community’s fight 
for equality And this has been a big year for gay rights in Chicago as 
Illinois earlier this month became only the sixth state to allow civil 
unions or their equivalent.

Would it be Rosie O’Donnell, who will soon 
be taping a new show in Oprah ^JCnfrey’s studio? Recently out 
CNN anchor and former Chicagoan Don Lemon? Or maybe even 
state Reps. Greg Harris and Deborah Mell, who helped secure civil 
unions in IlHnois? 

Nope, the 2011 Chicago Pride Parade grand marshal is ... wait for 
it ... Fernanda Rocha! Who, you ask? Exactly A quick Google search 
reveals Rocha is a lesbian personal trainer who has appeared in a few 
episodes of “The Real Housewives of Orange County” I am not sure 
what qualifies her for grand marshal of the parade other than being 
gay and hot. 

What a letdown from years past, when we’ve had notable voices 
in our fight such as country music star Chely Wright, transsexual 
actress Alexandra BilHngs, out actor ^JClson Cruz and openly gay 
sports stars Billy Bean and EseraTuaolo.

Incident on same block 

As Jovany Diaz’s friends and family congregat- 
ed where he was shot, a 25-year-old man was 
wounded in the legs in another shooting on the 
same block Tuesday afternoon, police said. 

That shooting happened around 2:30 p.m.. 
Police News Affairs Officer Phil Armstrong said. 
The victim was taken to Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center in good condition, Armstrong said. No 
one was in custody for the second shooting, po- 
lice said.

Jovany Diaz stood outside 
his friend’s West Side home 
Monday night, eagerly 
awaiting presents his friend 
had promised to celebrate 
his 15th birthday when a 
gunman opened fire around 
10 p.m. 

Diaz’s friend, Robert 
Diaz, felt a bullet strike his hand. He looked at his 
friend, and the two ran. 

But moments later, Robert Diaz heard his friend 
calling him back. He returned to see Jovany Diaz 
moving his hand and moaning. Jovany Diaz had 
been shot in the chest and died at Mount Sinai 
Hospital at 10:46 p.m. 

Friends and relatives gathered in front of the 
West Humboldt Park home in the 4300 block of 
West Hirsch Street on Tuesday to remember the 


Amundsen High School freshman. Well-wishers 
decorated the front fence with birthday balloons, 
stuffed animals, candles and poster boards filled 
with farewell messages. 

At the center of the memorial was the basketball 
the lanky teenager always carried, according to his 
sister, Maritza Rodriguez. 

“His drug was sports,” said Rodriguez, 25, Diaz’s 
oldest sibling. “The streets for him was for basket- 
ball.” 

Throughout the day the group played Diaz’s fa- 
vorite song, “Rex on Rex,” and talked about the “Cat 
Daddy” a dance he frequently performed. Smart 
and smiling, artistic and friendly he was popular in 
school and in the neighborhood, friends said. 

“He was full of life,” said Robert Diaz, 19. “Why 
him? He made friends with everybody” 

“I guess he just got caught up being in the wrong 
place at the wrong time,” said Jesus Diaz, Jovany 
Diaz’s father. 


The police did not have a suspect in custody as 
of Tuesday evening. Police had only a vague de- 
scription of the gunman and of a gray or silver ve- 
hicle fleeing the scene. 

Diaz also played baseball, and his school base- 
ball coach, Darren Harlston, said he was a good kid 
who was not involved in gangs. He would have fin-

“Our deals don’t have to hit a tipping 
point and they will last about three to four 
days ... there is no amount to hit,” Arnold 
said, adding that businesses can customize 
the number of half-off deals they want to 
offer through qponchicago.com. 

“We want to be able to serve a quaint 
mom and pop shop or a restaurant that 


might not be able to accommodate a cer- 
tain amount of deals,” Arnold said. “This 
should be something they can incorpo- 
rate into their marketing plans and they’ll 
get visibility through our site and through 
Windy City Times media properties.” 

The business is so new Arnold said she 
doesn’t have subscriber numbers yet, but 
said that existing Windy City Times sub- 
scribers are receiving the half-off notices. 
Others can go to the site to sign up for deal 
alerts.

NEW YORK Adam Mansbach has had three nov- 
els and a book of poems published, but it was a 
brief Facebook update wishing his 2-year-old daugh- 
ter would “Go the [Bleep] to Sleep” that helped him 
hit publishing gold. 

Now a year later, the resulting parody of a children’s 
book may be the unlikeliest hit of the summer. 

Ahead of U.S. publication Tuesday, the expletive- 
laced book of rhyming verse had advance sales of 
more than 100,000 copies and was in its fifth printing, 
which takes copies in print to more than 400,000. 

The movie rights have been bought by Fox 2000. 

‘After a particularly difficult time putting my 
2-year-old daughter, Vivien, to bed, I posted on Face- 
book ... ‘Be on the lookout for my forthcoming chil- 
dren’s book, ‘Go the [Bleep] to Sleep,’ ” Mansbach 
recalled of the unlikely night that changed his profes- 
sional life. 

“It was a joke,” he said. “It was not a book I had any 
intention of writing at the time.” 

Mansbach got a good response and in the coming 
retold his joke again and again, winning positive reac-
